Your Daily Paper Gives Away Space 


And More Space And Enjoys Doing It 


As Long As Community Benefits 


By DAMON RUNYON 


T F the owner of a newspaper goes to a restaurant 
J 
for a meal, or to a hotel for sleeping aoeommoda- 
tlon*. he pays on the nail, lf he enter* a store and 
orders merchandise he pays for that. 
If he attend* the movies, a concert, a baseball 
game, a prizefight, or any other entertainment, he 
usually settles at the boxoffice. Occasionally he may 
get passes, but not often. The owner is not the 
favored fellow on 
the paper when It comes to 
passes. 
The owner pays as h*» goes through life , same as 
any other consumer. He pays for his clothes, hi* 
groceries, his morning milk. He pays for his public 
utilities and for everything else he gets. He expects 
to pay and probably is glad be is able to pay. 
But now here comes a curious situation. The news­ 
paper owner also bas something to sell, which is 
advertising space. Proprietors of the hotels and res­ 
taurants. or venders of merchandise and services 
would probably think the newspaper owner little 
better than a burglar if he ask that they supply bim 
with their commodities free of charge, yet some of 
them think nothing of cadging free advertising from 
him. 
It is a common practice nowadays for business 
enterprises of all kinds to employ publicity men. or 
press agents, for the sole purpose of getting pub­ 
licity in newspapers free of charge. As against this, 
some of the enterprises may buy advertising space, 
but often the extent of their buy does not measure 
up to what they ask for nothing. 


\ V E ar(‘ not criticizing press a rents. It's a recog­ 
nized and an honorable profession. Sometimes it 
is almost an art. W e are merely citing their occupa­ 
tion as a thumb-nail illustration of a theory of our* 
that the newspaper is the most imposed upon institu­ 
tion in the United States—that it is called on to rive. 
and does ghe, more for nothing than any other 
agency, public or private. 
This is in no sense a complaint on behalf of news- 
papers The newspaper never complains. If the Lord 
loveth a cheerful giver, he should love the news­ 
paper. for It gives gratis of Its space with amating 
cheerfulness That Is perhaps one reason why It I* 
so greatly imposed upon. W e doubt that the average 
person realize* the extent of the Imposition Some- 
times w e wonder lf the newspaper itself realizes it 
It would he difficult to estimate in dollars and 
rents the \aluc of the space wangled out of news­ 
papers e v e ry year fre e of charge by enterprises de­ 
signed strictly for private profit. It would probably 
run in million*. 
» 
Of course the newspaper Is not usually deceived as 
to the purpose of the enterprises, and It generally 
has the not wholly uncommercial Idea that perhaps 
there la sufficient reader Interest Jn the enterprise* 
to warrant the free *naee. Reader interest is the 
first concern of the newspaper. 
H 
OWF7VER, we think this reader interest I* often 
overestimated. W e have noticed that events to 
which publicity worth thousands of dollars Is given 
free sometime* end up attracting only small crowd*. 
W e doubt there Is reader interest in any event that 
fail* to turn awsy customers from the largest hall 
in any city you can name after receiving gobs of 
free puMldlty. 
It is reader interest that cause* the newspaper to 
give free of charge columns of space to the church. 
to charity and to civic affair*. However, this fre* 
giving does not come under the head of Imposition. 
It come* under the head of community obligation, of 
which th^ newspaper has the deepest sense. If every 
community reciprocated 
In proportion, the news­ 
paper would be a rich institution. 
The radio is more or less in the same field as tho 
newspaper. It i* in both the news dispensing and tho 
advertising business. If television comes, it will aho 
rival the newspaper in the matter of pictures. W e 
have been listening intently to the radio of late, sud 
we notice that it seems to avoid many of the imposi­ 
tions suffered by the newspaper In the way of free 
plugs for business enterprises.

WASHINGTON. Feb. 6—Farm prices this year have held virtually 
all gains m ade during the last four m onths of 1939 but some decline 
may occur this spring, according to the bureau of agriculture economics. 
A griculture dep artm en t economists regard it as a good omen that 
prices received by farm ers have remained steady despite a ra th e r 
marked slum p In industrial activity -5- 
sin ce the first of the year. 
“ During the early m onths of 1940 
farm income probably will he high­ 
er than it was a year earlier.” the 
bureau said. 
‘Trijets paid by farm ­ 
ers for m anufactured goods are not 
expected to change much.” 
“The dem and for farm products 
during th e next few m onths may 
not be affected much by th e down­ 
turn in industrial production, which 
apparently began In the latter part 
of December. 
Seasonal Decline Slight 
"Industrial activity in December 
reached a new all-time high. 
A de­ 
cline. after allowing for usual sea­ 
sonal m ovements, is expected dur­ 
ing the first half of 1840. but it is 
not likely to be prolonged or se­ 
vere”, the bureau said. 
The E uropean war appears to 
have had an unfavorable effect ou 
exports of farm prdoucts. Shipment 
of fruits has dwindled to virtually 
nothing: tobacco exports have been 
embargoed to England and cotton 
shipments have been 
reduced to 
make room for war m aterials on 
ships to the wrar zone. 
"United S tates industrial exports 
and dom estic consumer dem ands 
should he benefited sufficiently by 


the 
European 
war, 
however, 
to 
more than offset the effects of any 
reduction

farm products," the bureau said. 
Three Factor* Vital 
Prices received by farm ers dur­ 
ing the next few months will he 
affected by three principal factors: 
1940 
crop 
prospects;

mand. and expected increases in 
domestic purchasing power due to 
Increasing industrial activity. 
Most of I ho cotton supply is in 
government hands and no flue!na­ 
tion in price is expected by econo­ 
mists. 
Domestic mill activity is 
high and export shipm ents since 
last 
fall 
have 
been 
25 
percent 
ahead of a year earlier. 
American wheat prices are now 
about 30 cents a bushel above the 
world level and exports are not ex­ 
pected to affect domestic prices. 
Prospects of a short winter wheat 
crop, however, are likely to keep 
prices around present levels. 
T he bureau said that th e pros­ 
pective supply of m eat—pork, beef 
and lamb— is more than IO percent 
above recent years, but predicted 
that Increased consum er demand 
will serve as a brake to prevent 
any rapid price decline.

sity, says one of the reasons there are so many accidents on the farm 
is that farm families are operating largely on their own responsibility. 
For city people at work or at home, num erous safety precautions 
are enforced. 
The farm er must be<*-------------------------------------------------------- 
his own safety engineer. 
Mr. Barden points to a statem ent 
on farm accidents made by S. H. 
McCrory, assistant chief of the bu­ 
reau of agricultural chem istry and 
engineering in the federal depart­ 
ment of agriculture. 
Mr. McCrory 
believes th e re will be more legal 
control of farm safety in the future, 
especially of the ways in which 
electricity is used. 
Much farm work is done by indi­ 
viduals 
at 
some 
distance 
from 
others so that an accident m ay be 
serious because help is not at hand. 
On the farm, there are frequent 
changes in 
work aud 
m achinery 
used, which m ay mean unfam iliar­ 
ity with equipm ent and less accur­ 
acy of m ovement. 
Under the pressure of sum m er 
work there often are long hours in 
the field and chores done in a hur­ 
ry after d a r k —both conducive to 
accidents. 


In spite of improvements, farm 
machinery is a top hazard in farm 
work. 
The older hazard of ani­ 
mals. such as unruly bulls and kick­ 
ing horses, is next. 
In Ohio last 
year, m ore than half the accidental 
farm deaths were caused by m a­ 
chinery and animals. 
In checking hundreds of accident 
records in the United States, it was

haste, by the use of m akeshift re ­ 
pairs, by taking chances, by using 
m achinery without guards or with 
guards removed. 
"T h e suffering, th e loss of time, 
and the actual cash cost of these

“shows the need for avoiding them. 
It has been shown time and time 
again that the well-ordered farm, 
with well-ordered activities, is good 
insurance against accidents.”

BRICKER STANDS 
RY WPA CLAIMS 


Ohio’s Governor Exchanges 


Slaps With U. S. Official

COLUMBUS, Feb. 8—Differences 
between state and federal officials 
over the works progress adminis­ 
tration in Ohio have been stirred 
anew by charges of How ard 
O. 
H unter, deputy W PA commission­ 
er. 
H unter asserted in a radio ad ­ 
dress a t W ashington that Gov John 
W. Bricker of Ohio and Gov. Ar­ 
thur H. Jam es of Pennsylvania had 
criticized the WPA to "cover up 
their own failure" to handle relief 
problems. 
B ricker Reiterates Stand 
The 
statem ent 
brought 
from 
Bricker a reiteration of his con­ 
tention th a t the W PA had been 
m anipulated 
politically 
in 
this 
aute. 
H unter said Bricker accused the 
WPA of reducing work relief rolls 
in Ohio following the governor's 
election 
as "punishm ent” to the 
state for electing a Republican. 
"C ertainly 
the 
270,000 
unem ­ 
ployed and needy men and women 
who w ere put on the W PA in that 
recession (1938) will dispute that 
charge.” declared the W PA com­ 
missioner. 
“As a 
m atter of fact, In the 
month just before the election, the 
WPA actually decreased its rolls in 
Ohio because of the beginning of 
a business upturn.” 
Bricker Answers Claim 
B usiness 
Im provement 
in 
the 
state is above the average rate 
for the country, but Ohio gets 6 7 
percent of WPA employm ent al­ 
though it has but 3 4 percent of 
the 
national 
population, 
H unter 
added. 
Replied Bricker: 
^ " T h i* business of putting people 
on relief and on W PA in election 
years, as the federal government 
has been doing, and then throwing 
them o u t of work in non-election 
years, m u st stop. 
"It wa* done for political pur­ 
poses and nothing else. It is as in­ 
excusable as was the P resident’s 
veto of the bill passed by congress 
appropriating more than $1,309,000 
to replace old age penion money 
withheld from Ohio by the federal 
government in 1938.”

m inesw eeper Sphinx, badly dam ­ 
aged by German a ir raiders S a t­ 
urday, sank Monday as she was be­ 
ing towed toward port in heavy 
weather. Four officers and 45 men 
were missing and believed lost. 
One officer and four m en were 
known 
dead 
additionally. 
Forty- 
four men and two officers were 
saved. The tow-line broke and the 
ship capsized as she entered port. 
T he Sphinx was one of at least 
ll vessels attacked by Nazi raid­ 
ers Saturday in a dam aging sweep 
along

from 
Scotland to the H um ber Estuary.

Seeks To Relieve Crowded 


Conditions At Ohio Pen 


Hr The Assoriated Pr**s. 
COLUMBUS. Feb. 6— Expansion 
of the Junction City brick plant, 
a prison camp now housing 321'con­ 
victs. to relieve overcrowded con­ 
ditions at 
Ohio penitentiary was 
recommended to Welfare D irector 
Charles L. Sherwood in the annual 
report of W arden F rank D. H ender­ 
son. 
Henderson urged that $12,414 be 
authorized this year to convert "ex­ 
isting factory building’’ at Junction 
City into dormitories and service 
buildings 
to 
accommodate 
1,000 
prisoners. 
Ohio penitentiary, constructed to 
house approximately 2.000, now* has 
an inmate population of more than 
4,000. 
Henderson also requested $19,000 
for elimination of fire hazards in 
the century-old mid town institution. 
The report showed that on Dec. 
31, 1939, prisoners under life sen­ 
tence numbered 687, a decrease of 
38 percent from the previous year. 
Only four men w ere admitted to 
the prison under death sentence 
last year, while 23 were admitted 
for life term s on first-degree m ur­ 
der charges and 35 for life on sec­ 
ond-degree m urder charges 
Henderson became warden Aug. 
24, 1939. after th*- resignation of 
Jam es (’. Woodard.
